pou nd of commercial cresol and heat 
or allow to stand u ntil the soap paste 
is dissolved.

Cresol is a coal tar produ ct 
and may be obtained from the dru g­ 
gist at abou t 30 cents per pou nd 
Care shou ld be tak en not to get any 
of it u pon the hands or face, as it 
will cau se intense smarting.

as a lice paint apply u ndilu ted. 
Some pou ltry raisers have rid their 
fowls of lice by dipping the birds in 
a dilu ted stock dip. This is, however 
probably no more satisfactory than a 
thorou gh du sting and is mu ch harder 
u pon the fowls.

W IDT H OF A RIVER. 


A Way to Measu ro It W ithou t tha Usa 
of Instru ments. 
It is necessary to mak e u se only of 
the eyes and the brim of a hat to 
measu re the width of any ordinary 
stream or even of a good sized river. 
and here is the way to do it: 
Select a part of the river bank where 
the grou nds ru n back level behind 
you and, standing at the water’s edge, 
fix you r eyes on the opposite bank , j 
Now move you r hat down over you r 
brow u ntil the edge of the brim is

exactly on a line with the water Hu e j 
on the other side. 
This will give you 
a visu al angle that may be u sed on ; 
any level su rface, and if, as lias been 
su ggested, the grou nd on you r side of 
the river be flat you may “lay off” a 
corresponding distance on It. 
To do 
this you hare ou ly to hold you r head 
perfectly steady, after getting the an­ 
gle with you r hat brim, su pporting 
thorou ghly dry before night.—Home- . you r chin with you r hand if neces- 
stead. 


Hog W isdom. 
For winter feeding clover needs cu t­ 
ting and steaming. 
Fed with grain 
it mak es a good bu lk y food and helps 
to k eep the hogs in good growing con­ 
dition. 
If the pigs show any signs of being 
“off feed" give whole or cru shed oats 
for a day pr two. 
Many pigs su ffer from the effects of 
worms In the intestines and stomach. 
Feed 
might

be 
thrown away as given to a wormy pig. 
Tu rpentine is a good remedy for 
worms and can be fed in sloppy feed 
at the rate of a teaspoonfu l to a fifty 
pou nd pig. 
Do not feed the pigs for abou t twen- 


sary and tu rn slowly arou nd u ntil you r 
back is toward the river.

as you look over the latter, and from 
where you stand to that point will be 
the width of the river, a distance that 
may readily be measu red by stepping.

Upon th* Ear*. 
The detection of the direction of 
a 
sou nd by the sense of hearing Is. lik e 
the rapid focu sing of the eye on ob­ 
jects at different distances, one of 
those instinctive operations which are 
continu ally done withou t any consciou s 
method. 
Sou nd waves traverse the air as rip­ 
ples stir the water, and the ear by ex­ 
perience acqu ires some slight power of 
detecting the direction in one case, as 
the eye does with far greater accu racy 
in the other. Usu ally we u nconsciou s­ 
ly receive assistance from other senses 
as well. 
Often we fail to locate at 
once some hidden sou rce of sou nd, 
su ch as a singing bird, and then ou r 
instinctive ingenu ity displays itself. 
The intensity of sou nd is. of cou rse, 
by no means so great behind a screen 
as in front of it. and every one carries 
with him the screen of his own head, 
which may prevent a particu lar sou nd 
from being heard so well by one ear 
as by the other. 
If. then, the head is 
tu rned u ntil this inequ ality disappears 
and both ears hear equ ally well we 
k now that we mu st be directly facing 
or tu rned from the sou rce of sou u d.
